Kentucky colonels, who know their 


classics, however, have no 
doubts. 


Tliey^scolt at the idea that any of 
the accounts which will bo written of 
the Kentucky Derby, following the 
nice May 17, will better Homer's ef- 
fort: 


'Then altogether, lifted 
the 
lash 


above their steeds, and smote them 
with the reins, ;mcl called on them 
eafiorly with words; nnd they forth- 
with sped swiftly over the plain." 


The racing write-up is in Book XX1I1 


of the lUnd. It reports :i chariot race 
run many centuries before the Chris- 
linn era. , 


The race was run ;ifter the funeral 


of Patroclus, nn Argivc warrior slain 
by Hector in the Trojan war. 


They called off the wnr for Iho day, 


laid out a course and placed Phoenix 


at the turn lest any turn too soon. He 
was the first placing judge. 


Five Argive warriors accepted the 


issue—Anliloohus, Eumelus, Menelaus, 
Mcrioncs and Diomedes. 


Let Homer 
toll how 
Anlilochus 


crowded Menelaus off the 'course to 
gain second place; after Eumelus, lead- 


inli, hud spilled: 


"Presently did the

warrior 


Antilocluu: espy a narrow place in a 
sunk part of the wny. . . . There 


drove 
Menelaus. . . . Antilochus 


turned his whole-hooved horses out 
of the track and followed him a little 
at one side. Menelaus took alarm and 
shouted to Antilochus: 'Thou 'art driv- 
ing reckless—hold in they horses! The 
•cad is narrow, soon though muyest 
pass me in a wider place!' 


"Thus spake he, but. Antilochus 


drove even fiercelier than before ply-
